This year's report omits the usual 


denial that she is fortifying. 
Ja- 


pan allows no American to come a- 
shore. 


The American Glbralter of the Paci- 


fic remains Hawaii, but there too 
broods a smoke screen not merely 
from the celebrated volcanoes. We 
have fortified, roaded and now are 
drydocking the islands, mainly to pro- 
tect the sea and air fleets that would 
use them as jumping-off places to 
keep our Pacific shores clear of ene- 
mies. 


Approachable Anchorage 


Pearl Harbor is famed for safety, 


but the main battleship anchorage 
at Lahairia Roads is more approach- 
able than land-locked Scapa Flow 
where British warships have been 
attaked successfully by submarine and 
air bomber. 


And Scapa Flow is girdled by nets 


and other 
anti-submarine 
protect- 


ions, to lay which the British have 
special vessels, just as they have 
special and antiaircraft ships. 


These we lack, and to provide safe- 


guards for Lahaina, President Roose- 
velt asked this Congress for $25,000,- 
000—which the House lately threw out. 


The Fleet will try to find out in 


Problem 21 whether or not the back- 
hone of our Fleet can be broken at 
Lahaina.

Ed liar of Advance 


Amos denounced the social sins 


of. his day and made a strong plea 
for socialjustice. He was a prophet 
of truth, declaring the sure judge- 
ments of God against a materalistic 
and 
grasping 
generation .that 
ex- 


ploited the weak and trampled upon 
the poor. 


Such prophets are necessary, but 


there is another aspect of truth. It 
concerns the mercy of God, who is 
full of kindness and forgiveness to- 
ward those who seek His ways and 
turn from evil. The prophet who em- 
phasizes this side of truth is more 
likely to have in his utterances the 
note of appeal, the invitation to man 
to seek this God of love and righ- 
cousness and find the fullness of Kis 
mercy. 


Amos, of course, stressed this side 


a well. The whole purpose of his 
arraignment of the society of his day 
was to turn men from their evil ways 
and to build up a true society. But 
in Hosea, it is this note of appeal that 
is uppermost. His message is God's 
forgiving love. It concerns the Gocl 
whose righteousness rebukes sin, but 
whose love restores and heal. 


Like Amos, Hosea represents this 


God as desiring goodness and not 
acrifice. The knowledge of Him is 
more than burnt offerings. Even in 
he formal observance of religion, 
vithout the reality of good characters 
and deeds, Hosea sees the back-slid- 
ng of the people whom God had 
chosen. But God will heal the back- 
sliding. He loves them freely, and 
iis yearning that they should return 
o Him is greater than His anger. 
This is a high point in the pro- 
;ress of Old Testment teaching con- 
cerning God. From the idea of ven- 
jeance—"an eye for an eye and a 
:ooth for a tooth"—we are progress- 
ng toward the idea that will find 
ts full expression in the New Test- 
ment—the message that it is only 
through good that evil can really be 
overcome and that only love and grace 
can bring salvation from sin. 


As the way of selfishness and sin 


is the way of folly, so the way of re- 
turn to God, the acceptance of His 
mercy, and the dependence upon His 
power to uphold and save, is the 
way of wisdom. "Who is wise," said 
Hosea, "that he may understand these 
things? prudent, that he may know 
them? for the wuys of Jehovah are 
right, and the just shall walk in 
them; but transgressors shall fall there 
in." 


Surely, just as the words of Amos 


have such keen and forceful applicat- 
ion to our own time, so these words 
of Hosea come to men and women 
in a modern society, many of whom 
have wandertd away from God, ant 
who will find peace and restoration
